Shortly after the German capitulation, «21 scientists and technicians of 
Garam GnbH who could be reached by the Hussiaus were assembled in Yerlin, 
quartered and fed by the Ausaions during a» certain period in which 
they had to write reports on their activity with Osram. The Osrem onter~ 
prise then consiated of two sections; one which produced elect#ic light. 
bulbs, and a research and construction section situated on the Warachauer- 
etrasse in Serlin-Ost. 


2. The section fabricating alectric light bulbs wae converted into a state- 
owned enterprise. The research and conatruction section was transferred 
to Berlin-Oberschéneweide. In Vbersohdnewelde the AEG (Allgemeine Ele. 
trisitats Gesellschaft) ned e vast research establishment in which the 
Russians hed concentrated a considerabl-> number of seientists ant tech- 
nicians who had formarly belonged te various electrical industrial enter-. 
prises. After some of these scientiste end techniciang hrd been evacuated 
to Russia in the course of “Operation Osegwakim! in October 1946, person~ 
nel and equipment of the Osram research end conatruotion department were 
moved to Cherschonsweide whore they are still working as an independent 
researoh end construction staff in the AEG establishment.
